“It  would  take  the  council 
out  of  an  office  which  has 
many  projects  and 
responsibilities  and  put  it  in  an 
office  where  its  function  as  a 
representative  body  is  more 
self-sufficient.” 

Reid  Robison,  academics 
vice  president,  said  “I  am 
pleased  with  the  new  proposal 
because  it  will  bring  ASBYU 
closer  to  the  colleges.” 

Miss  Rosales  reported  that 
College  Council  is  a  “valid 
council.” 

Smith  said  that  for  one  week 
the  council  did  not  have  a 
quorum,  but  that  it  was 
otherwise  functioning 
properly. 

Miss  Rosales  and  Smith  were 
appointed  by  Reynolds  to 
investigate  College  Council 
after  Executive  Council 
received  two  budget  proposals 
that  could  not  be  passed  in 
College  Council  because  there 
was  not  a  quorum  to  vote. 

Executive  Council  will  vote 
on  the  proposal  next  week. 

The  council  also  heard 
budget  proposal  from  Project 
Mexico,  a  student-school 
project  in  which  students  take 
classes  and  perform  service 
projects  in  Mexico.  The 
proposal  will  be  voted  on  next 
week  in  council  meeting. 


Police  seek 
car,  driver 
in  murder 


An  all-points  bulletin  was  issued  in  western  states 
Wednesday  by  the  Salt  Lake  County  Sheriff’s  Dept.,  seeking 
the  whereabouts  of  a  1 969  Cougar  automobile  in  connection 
with  the  March  1 1  slaying  of  BYU  coed  Barbara  Gene  Rocky 
in  Salt  Lake  County’s  Big  Cottonwood  Canyon. 

A  $1,000  reward  for  information  leading  to  the  arrest  and 
conviction  of  Miss  Rocky’s  killer  was  offered  Wednesday  by 
an  anonymous  donor.  The  announcement  was  made  jointly 
by  Provo  Police  Chief  Swen  C.  Nielsen,  BYU  Security  Chief 
Robert  Kelshaw,  and  Capt.  Pete  Hayward,  head  of  the  Salt 
Lake  County  Sheriff  Department’s  detective  division. 

Capt.  Hayward  said  an  eyewitness  described  the  suspect 
vehicle  as  a  1969  Mercury  Cougar  with  a  dark  green  top,  light 
green  bottom,  chrome  rims  and  wide  tires  with  raised  white 
letters.  The  vehicle  is  described  as  in  extremely  good 
condition,  apparently  having  just  been  waxed. 

The  back  window  of  the  car  is  said  to  have  large  BYU 
letters  with  the  name  of  the  university  filled  in  after  each  of 
the  large  letters. 

Capt.  Hayward  said  the  car  was  observed  in  the  area  of  the 
crime,  carrying  a  girl  fitting  Miss  Rocky’s  description.  The 


car  reportedly  had  a  license  plate  on  it  with  a 
yellowish-orange  background,  believed  to  be  from  either 
Wyoming  or  Arizona. 

The  detective  said  the  driver  of  the  car  is  described  as  being 
approximately  5’8”  tall;  in  his  early  20s;  with  dark  brown 
hair  not  too  long,  fashioned  in  a  full  cut  that  covers  the  ears; 
and  having  a,  slender  build  and  sharp  features. 

Capt.  Hayward  encouraged  any  person  having  information 
about  this  car  to  notify  him  immediately. 

The  reward  money  pledged  will  be  given  to  the  person 
giving  information  leading  to  the  arrest  and  conviction  as 
determined  by  Capt.  Hayward,  Chief  Nielsen  and  Chief 
Kelshaw. 

Hayward  said  a  hiker  who  came  forward  described  the  car 
to  officers.  The  captain  said  the  witness,  who  Hayward 
declined  to  identify,  talked  at  length  with  officers  and  “we 
pinned  down  the  fine  points.” 

“We’re  attempting  to  identify  the  driver  and  automobile 
due  to  the  fact  that  it  was  in  the  area  in  which  we  found  the 
body  of  the  victim,”  said  Hayward.

For  many  years,  Brigham 
Young  University  has  held 
regularly  scheduled  classes 
during  the  week-day  sessions 
of  General  Conference.  We  will 
continue  to  do  so.  Except  in 
the  case  of  persons  who  are 
regional  representatives, 
mission  representatives,  choir 
members,  or  others  whose 
personal  attendance  is 
specifically  required, 
individual  members  of  the 
faculty  are  not  authorized  to 
dismiss  or  reschedule  week-day 
classes  for  General  Conference. 

This  policy  should  not 
deprive  any  of  our  students  or 
teachers  of  the  opportunity  of 


hearing  the  counsel  of  the 
leaders  of  our  Church.  Most  of 
the  conference  sessions  are 
scheduled  on  Saturdays  and 
Sundays,  so  we  can  attend  in 
person  or  view  them  on 
television.  Conference  sessions 
scheduled  on  weekdays  in 
conflict  with  specific  class 
sessions  can  be  seen  on  a 
delayed  basis  on  television; 
Channel  11  retelecasts  all 
conference  sessions  during 
hours  when  classes  are  not  in 
session.  As  in  the  past, 
conference  sessions  will  be 
heard  and  seen  on  TV  ahd 
radio  in  the  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson  Center  and  in  all 
campus  housing  areas,  and  will 
therefore  be  readily  accessible 
to  members  of  the  University 


community.  The  Saturday 
evening  priesthood  session  will 
be  viewed  on  the  new  color 
TV  facilities  in  the  Marriott 
Center.  Finally,  all  of  the  talks 
are  printed  in  the  Ensign. 

We  encourage  all  of  our 
students,  teachers,  and  other 
personnel  to  attend,  view  or 
listen  to  all  the  sessions  of 
Conference,  but  our 
responsibilities  on  this  campus 
require  us  to  continue  with 
our  regularly  scheduled 
week-day  classes  and  other 
activities.  Fortunately,  the 
various  available  alternatives 
make  this  a  situation  where  we 
can  receive  all  of  the 
conference  messages  and  still 
fulfill  all  of  our  campus 
responsibilities. 


Haldeman  lawyers 
seek  to  halt  report 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Attorneys  for  Watergate  cover-up 
defendant  H.  R.  Haldeman  asked  the  U.S.  Court  of  Appeals 
Wednesday  to  prevent  federal  Judge  John  J.  Sirica  from 
sending  the  Watergate  grand  jury’s  Nixon  report  tq  the  House 
impeachment  inquiry. 

If  a  requested  stay  is  not  granted,  the  material  must  be 
delivered  to  the  House  Judiciary  Committee  by  4  p.m. 
Thursday. 

Haldeman’s  lawyers,  John  J.  Wilson  and  Frank  H.  Strickler, 
asked  Sirica  to  suspend  his  order  “that  delivery  to  the 
committee  is  eminently  proper,  and  indeed,  obligatory.”  The 
judge  refused  but  granted  a  24-hour  delay  to  Thursday 
afternoon. 

Wilson  claims  that  giving  the  committee  the  secret  report 
runs  the  risk  “that  it  will  be  made  public”  before  Haldeman 
is  tried,  thus  depriving  him  of  a  fair  trial. 

Haldeman,  the  President’s  former  chief  of  staff,  is  one  of 
seven  men  indicted  March  1.  He  is  charged  with  conspiracy 
to  cover  up  the  Watergate  break-in  and  with  four  counts  of 
perjury. 


Station  owners 
not  encouraged

Local  service  stations  are 
generally  less  optimistic  than 
was  President  Nixon  in  his 
Tuesday  evening  address  when 
he  said  rationing  could  be 
ended  and  stations  able  to 
open  on  Sunday. 

According  to  a  Wednesday 
afternoon  poll  by  the  Daily 
Universe  most  service  station 
managers  see  maintained  or 
higher  prices  in  the  future  and 
have  no  desire  to  open  on 
Sunday.  Many  commented  on 
the  President’s  optimism. 

“I  don’t  think  there’s  any 
basis  at  all,”  said  Joe  R. 
Adams,  manager  of  Phillips 
Super  Service  on  1400  N. 
State.  “Gas  prices  will  be 
higher  from  all  indications 
because  it  will  come  from 
foreign  imports.” 

Adams  noted  that  his  station 
was  receiving  “85  per  cent  of 
the  1972  figure”  and  that  it 
was  “simply  policy”  for  his 
station  to  close  on  Sunday. 

Don  A.  Taylor,  manager  of 
Don  A.  Taylor’s  Service 
Station  on  810  N.  500  West, 
echoed  Adams’  feelings. 

“1  see  higher  prices  because 
overseas  countries  found  out 
that  they  can  make  more 
money  by  putting  the  squeeze 
on  American  companies,”  he 
said.  “Prices  won’t  lower  until 
America  puts  the  squeeze  on 
foreign  countries.” 

Doubting  the  credibility  of 
the  federal  government,  Ben  E. 
Lee  of  Al’s  Conoco 
complained,  “You  can’t  ever 
tell.  They  say  so  many  things.” 

He  added  his  station  closed 
on  Sunday  to  observe  the 
Sabbath  and  this  policy  would 
not  change. 

Some  managers  were  more 
optimistic. 

“It’s  not  going  to  get  any 
worse,”  said  Joe  Jensen, 
assistant  manager  of  Glen’s 
Texaco  Service  Station  on 
1475  N.  State  St.  “Texaco  had 
a  meeting  last  night  and  it  was 
decided  that  allocations  will  be 
up  from  last  year.” 

But  Jensen  did  not  see  any 
decrease  in  prices.  “I  don’t 
have  confidence  in  anything 
Nixon  says,”  he  explained. 


He  added  that  although  on 
Sunday  “in  the  summer  we’ll 
probably  open  for  three  or 
four  hours,”  Sunday  closure 
was  a  general  rule  for  the 
station. 

Many  service  station  owners 
said  their  decisions  would  be 
determined  by  word  from  the 
companies  which  supply  the 
fuel. 

“We  don’t  know  anything 
about  prices  until  we  hear 
from  the  company,”  explained 
Jadon  Harding,  manager  of 
American  Oil  Rainbow  Service 
on  1230  N.  University  Ave. 
“Wholesalers  will  have  to 
lower  their  prices  before  we 
can  lower  ours.” 

He  added  he  felt  Nixon’s 
promises  were  unjustified. 

Gas  supply 
expected  to 
remain  tight 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
Despite  the  lifting  of  the  Arab 
oil  embargo,  the  United  States 
can  expect  tight  gasoline 
supplies  for  the  rest  of  this 
year. 

Gasoline  shortages, 
estimated  by  President  Nixon 
at  five  to  eight  per  cent, 
probably  will  not  be  large 
enough  for  a  return  to  those 
long  waiting  lines  that  plagued 
many  areas  in  February,  but 
they  could  prove  annoying 
unless  motorists  restrain  their 
demand. 

Furthermore,  while  existing 
gasoline  inventories  can  be 
tapped  to  reduce  the 
remaining  shortages,  those 
inventories  do  not  appear  large 
enough  to  close  the  gap 
completely. 

The  Federal  Energy  Office  is 
preparing  a  variety  of 
“scenarios”  designed  to  give 
policymakers  some  idea  of  the 
nation’s  petroleum  outlook.

Two  representatives  would 
be  elected  for  graduate 
students,  one  for  non-LDS 
students,  and  one  for 
international  students. 

All  representatives  would 
meet  a  minimum  of  once  every 
two  weeks,  providing 
“continuous  accountability,” 
said  Haines. 

Financial  accountability 
would  be  achieved  by 
publishing  all  expenditures 
over  one  per  cent  of  student 
funds  in  the  Daily  Universe 
two  weeks  before  the 
Executive  Council  could  take 
action. 

The  Executive  Council 
would  be  maintained  as  at 
presently  constituted,  but 
their  responsibilities  would  be 
limited  to  execution  and 
implementation  of  policies. 

Judicial  recourse  in  elections 
would  be  changed  to 
extending  elections  from  three 
to  four  weeks  so  people  who 
wish  to  appeal  can  do  so 
without  going  against  the 
constitution.  According  to 
Haines,  this  change  takes 
elections  “out  of  a  system  of 
expediency  and  puts  them  in  a 
system  of  justice.” 

A  system  for  electing  the 
representatives  is  also  part  of 
the  proposed  change. 

Also  under  the  new 
constitution,  the  duties  of  the 
finance  vice  president  would 
be  given  to  the  executive  vice 
president,  and  the  finance 
office  would  be  eliminated. 


Maeser  awards  to  honor  8  educators 


Eight  distinguished 
educators  have  been  chosen  to 
receive  Karl  G.  Maeser  awards 
for  outstanding  service  as 
teachers  and  researchers  at 
Brigham  Young  University. 

Sponsored  by  the  BYU 
Alumni  Association,  the 
awards  will  be  presented  on 
Tuesday  at  a  BYU  Devotional 
Assembly.  The  public  is 
invited  to  the  assembly  which 
will  begin  at  10  a.m.  in  the 
Marriott  Center. 

Dr.  Marion  Bennion, 
professor  of  food  science  and 
nutrition,  has  been  singled  out 
by  a  select  committee  of 
faculty  members,  students, 
administrators,  and  alumni  as 
the  first  woman  to  receive  the 
Karl  G.  Maeser  Distinguished 
Teaching  Award.  This  award 
includes  a  $1,000  unrestricted 
stipend  presented  “in 
recognition  of  a  distinguished 
and  devoted  career  of 
meritorious  service  in  teaching 
at  BYU,”  according  to  Ronald 
G.  Hyde,  executive  director  of 
the  Alumni  Association. 

Recipients  of  the  $500  Karl 
G.  Maeser  Awards  for 
Teaching  Excellence  are  Dr. 
Eliot  Andrew  Butler,  professor 
of  chemistry;  Dr.  James  Taylor 
Duke,  professor  of  sociology; 
Dr.  Lawrence  Fearnley, 
professor  of  mathematics';  and 
Dr.  De  LaMar  Jensen, 
professor  of  history.  This  is 
the  second  award  for  both  Dr.

Maeser  Creative  Arts  research 
grant  is  being  given  to  Dr.

His 
career  at  BYU  spans  18  years. 


Dr.  Duke  was  named  by 
BYU  students  as  “Professor  of 
the  Year”  in  1971.  He  has 
received  research  grants  from 
the  Social  Science  Research 
Council,  the  Carnegie 
Corporation  and  the  National 
Institute  of  Mental  Health. 

Dr.  Fearnley  is  currently 
working  on  the  problem  of 
producing  fusion  energy 
through  his  specialty  of 
topology.  He  holds  two 
doctorates,  one  from  the 
University  of  Utah  and  the 
other  from  the  University  of 
London,  and  was  named 
“Honors  Professor  of  the 
Year”  in  1970. 

A  specialist  in  Renaissance 
and  Reformation  history,  Dr. 
Jensen  has  recently  received 
acclaim  for  one  of  his  newest 
publications,  “Confrontation 
at  Worms,”  a  commentary  on 
the  religious  encounter 
between  Martin  Luther  and 
Charles  V.  Dr.  Jensen  is 
director  and  co-founder  of  the 
international  organization  of 
Historians  of  Early  Modern 
Europe. 

Dr.  Manookin  is  a  prolific 
composer  and  arranger  who 
has  taught  at  BYU  for  seven 
years.  Previously,  he  served  as 
the  Humanities  and  Arts 
Librarian  at  BYU  and  as  a 
consultant  to  the  University  of 
Utah  library. 

Dr.  Folsom  holds  a  Ph.D. 
in  linguistics  from  Cornell 
University.  He  has  done 
extensive  research  at  the 
“Institut  fur  deutsche 
Sprache”  in  Mannheim, 
Germany,  and  will  return  there 
next  fall.

Gas  outlook  looking  better 


WASHINGTON  —  The  number  of  service  stations  pumping 
gasoline  at  night  and  on  weekends  increased  again  in  the  past 
week,  and  the  American  Automobile  Association  said  gasoline 
supplies  were  at  the  best  they  have  been  this  year.  The 
motorists’  organization  said  spot  checks  of  6,225  stations 
around  the  country  showed  only  three  per  cent  of  the  stations 
contacted  were  out  of  gas  when  questioned. 


Washington,  clearly  buoyed  by 
his  two-day  Texas  trip.  The 
visit  to  the  Space  Center  and  a

Nixon  presented  the 
National  Aeronautics  and 
Space  Administration’s  highest 
award,  the  Distinguished 
Service  Medal  to  Lt.  Col. 
Gerald  Carr,  Col.  William 
Pogue  and  Dr.  Edward  Gibson. 
The  astronauts  completed  a 
marathon  84-day  Skylab 
mission  on  Feb.  8. 

He  also  examined  displays 
depicting  work  on  the 
Apollo-Soyuz  project  intended 
to  put  American  and  Russian 
men  in  space  together  in  July 
1975. 

Looking  to  the  future  for 
the  whittled-down  U.S.  space 
program,  Nixon  said  in  a 
speech  to  Space  Center 
employes  that  “a  great  people 
must  always  explore  the 
unknown”  because  “once  a 
great  people  gives  up,  bugs 
out,  drops  out  .  .  .  that  people 
ceases  to  be  great.” 

He  pledged  continued 
cooperation  with  all  nations  in 
other  forms  of  scientific 
research. 

Nixon’s  Texas  trip  had  many 
of  the  trappings  of  a  political 
campaign. 

He  was  introduced  by 
former  Treasury  Secretary 
John  Connally,  a  Texan 
mentioned  among  possible 
1  976  GOP  presidential 
contenders,  and  gave  a  brief 
speech  on  foreign  policy.

to  develop  the  $20-million  Big 
Sky  resort  complex.

Court  date 
for  woman

A  Spanish  Fork  woman  was 
charged  with  attempt  to 
murder  in  a  Fourth  District 
Court  preliminary  hearing 
Wednesday,  according  to  the 
Judge,  J.  Gordon  Knudsen.

Duste,  38,  had  been  charged 
with  aggravated  assault  after 
the  shooting  of  a  Provo 
woman,  Thelma  Higley,  on 
March  6. 

At  the  time  of  Mrs.  Duste’s 
arrest,  the  Provo  Police 
Department  didn’t  feel  it  had 
enough  evidence  to  charge  her 
with  attempted  murder,  said 
the  Judge. 

Mrs.  Duste  will  be  arraigned 
in  district  court  March  29,  at 
which  time  she  will  enter  a 
plea  of  either  guilty  or  not 
guilty  to  the  charge. 

If  she  pleads  not  guilty,  a 
trial  date  will  be  set;  if  she 
pleads  guilty,  she  will  be 
turned  over  to  the  Adult 
Probation  Committee. 

Mrs.  Duste  was  reported  to 
have  walked  into  a  Provo 
office  building  and  fired 
several  shots  at  Mrs.  Higley, 
striking  her  three  times.

Some  universities  make  the 
results  of  their  teacher 
evaluations  public.  At  Harvard, 
evaluations  were  at  one  time 
conducted  unofficially  by  the 
students  and  published  in  a 
“Blackbook”  which  sold  for 
$1  each. 

BYU  does  not  make  the 
evaluation  results  public 
because  it  is  felt  the  main 
purpose  is  to  improve 
teaching.  Published  evaluation 
could  destroy  a  teacher  rather 
than  help  him,  according  to 
Dr.  J.  Hugh  Baird,  chairman  of 
the  Teacher  Development 
Committee. 

Requested  by  teachers 

“Seventy-five  teachers  have 
requested  a  survey  since  the 
beginning  of  this  semester,” 
Mrs.  Shreeve  said.  “I  think  this 
shows  that  the  teachers  are 
beginning  to  feel  that  their 
students  can  tell  them 
something  about  their 
teaching.”  A  teacher  can 
request  a  survey  at  any  time 
from  the  Teacher 
Development  Committee,  she 
added. 

“I  feel  I  get  hit  in  areas 
where  I’ve  deserved  it,”  said 
Dr.  Paul  Hyer,  professor  of 
history  and  Asian  studies  who 
was  evaluated  last  semester.  He 
said  he  has  changed  his 
approach  to  teaching  partly 
because  of  student’s 
evaluations. 

Evaluations  worthwhile 

Dr.  Stan  Taylor,  chairman  of 
BYU’s  International  Relations 
Program,  said  he  finds  the 
teacher  evaluations  very 
worthwhile.  He  admitted  being 
shocked  after  receiving  the 
results  of  the  first  evaluation 
about  him. 

The  students  had  marked 
him  down  in  spirituality  and 
tolerance,  and  he  had 
considered  himself  a  spiritual 
as  well  as  a  tolerant  person. 
Since  then,  he  has  tried  to 
include  more  spirituality  in  his 
courses,  he  said. 

“We  do  three  surveys  on 
every  new  teacher  at  BYU  and 
then  one  every  third  year  for 
the  rest  of  the  teachers,”  Mrs. 
Shreeve  explained.  The 
teachers  have  been  given  the 
forms  and  have  from  now  until 
April  to  obtain  a  proxy  to 
conduct  the  evaluations  with 
the  students,  she  said.

research  for  more  than  1 5 
individual  study  sponsors 
during  the  first  three  and 
one-half  years  of  its  operation, 
according  to  Dr.  Robert  J. 
Parsons,  director  of  Survey 
Research  Center. 

One  of  its  latest  surveys 
determined  the  incidence  of 
chronic  respiratory  diseases  in 
Utah  males  aged  35-65. 
Approximately  one-third  of 
them  were  found  to  be 
affected. 

The  Center  draws  upon  a 
host  of  professionally 
competent  BYU  faculty 
members  said  Parsons,  and  is 
capable  of  tailoring  a 
competent  staff  to  virtually 
any  special  application  of 
survey  methodology. 

It  also  has  a  total  electronic 
data  processing  facility  and  a 
staff  of  research  assistants. 

Some  of  the  consultants 
among  the  faculty  at  BYU  are 
Dr.  Doyle  Buckwalterj 
assistant  professor  of  Political 
Science;  Dr.  M.  Dallas  Burnett, 
associate  professor  of 
communications;  Dr.  Howard 
Christensen,  assistant  professor 
of  statistics;  Dr.  Spencer 
Condie,  associate  professor  of 
sociology,  and  Dr.  Barry 
Johnson,  assistant  professor  of 
sociology. 

Others  include  Dr.  Clinton 
Oaks,  professor  of  business 
management;  Dr.  Evan 
Peterson,  professor  of  sociology, 
and  Dr.  Phillip  Kunz,  associate 
professor  of  sociology,  who  is 
experienced  in  survey  research 
on  church-related  topics. 

Independent  survey  research 
provides  a  source  of 
employment  for  students  and 
field  support  staff.  The  Center 
has  paid  out  nearly  $20,000  in 
student  wages  and  $25,000  to 
interviewers  and  supervisors 
throughout  the  State  of  Utah 
during  the  last  two  years, 
explained  Dr.  Parsons. 

“In  addition  to  paying 


consulting  incomes  of  $17,000 
within  the  -three  and  one-half 
years  of  the  center’s  operation, 
the  center’s  research  has 
developed  skilled  researchers 
and  scholarly  publications,” 
said  Dr.  Parsons. 

An  extensive  archive  of 
survey  data  containing  studies 
from  across  the  nation  on  such 
topics  as  political  campaigns, 
advertising  media  and 
demographic  information  is 
also  housed  at  the  Center. 

‘‘Very  few  private 
organizations  can  offer  such  a 
versatile  variety  of  disciplines 
and  features  from  which  to 
tailor  the  best  approach  within 
a  given  budget,”  he  said.  With 
the  Center  being 
self-contained,  it  avoids  the 
duplication  of  effort  typically 
oocuring  in  recruitment, 
training  and  supervision. 

“The  basic  goals  of  the 
research  center,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  almost  every 
significant  issue  and  decision 
in  our  time  involves  the 
understanding  and  prediction 
of  human  behavior,”  said 
Parsons  “is  to  find  concrete 
answers  to  the  specific 
questions  posed  by  the  public 
and  private  enterprises  which 
are  essential  in  planning  and 
decision  making.” 

Soon  to  be  released  by  the 
Center  are  the  results  of  a 
survey  among  the  Navajo 
Indians  in  Arizona.  They  are 
presently  working  on  a 
hospital  personnel  study,  a 
language  research  center  study, 
an  American  freeway  study 
and  a  national  resource  study 
for  an  individual  firm  which  is 
national  in  scope,  reported  Dr. 
Parsons. 

The  Center  uses  many 
methods  of  data  collection  and 
takes  particular  pride  in  the 
accuracy  of  its  work. 
According  to  Dr.  Parsons,  it 
enjoys  an  ever-increasing 
radius  of  reputable  influence.

Flood-prevention  cleanup 
planned  for  Provo  River

A  Provo  River  flood-prevention  cleanup 
program  has  been  scheduled  for  the  week  of 
March  25  through  30. 

Walt  Draper,  Utah  County  coordinator  for 
flood  control,  said  the  river  is  most  critically 
in  need  of  a  cleanup.  “If  the  river  channel  is 
left  unattended  at  this  time,  the  debris  could 
wash  downstream  under  flooding  conditions 
and  accumulate  in  front  of  bridges  and 
overpass  structures,  creating  critical  flood 
conditions,”  he  said. 

The  cleanup  program  is  under  the  direction 
of  the  Utah  County  Council  of  Governments 
flood  Control  Action  Committee,  but  several 
groups,  agencies  and? individuals  in  the  county 
are  helping  in  the  project. 

Friday  at  1:30  p.m.  in  the  Planning 
Commission  conference  room,  47  S.  100  East, 
a  meeting  will  be  held  with  all  those  involved 
and  interested  in  the  project  to  make  final 
plans  and  arrangements  and  coordinate  all 
phases  of  the  cleanup  program. 

All  interested  citizens,  including  BYU 
students,  organizations  and  clubs  are  urged  to 
attend  the  Friday  meeting. 

“If  high  water  struck  at  the  same  time  as  we 
got  rain  and  melting  snow,  we  would  really  be 
in  trouble,”  said  Draper  of  the  need  to  clean 
the  river. 


He  stressed  that  the  plan  is  not  to  disturb 
the  banks  of  the  river  or  wildlife  habitat,  only 
to  remove  debris  that  would  cause  a  problem 
in  the  event  of  a  flood.  The  aim  is  to  work 
closely  with  the  Utah  Department  of  Wildlife 
Resources  fish  specialists  to  have  as  little 
impact  on  fish  life  as  possible. 

The  wildlife  officials  have  tagged  trees  and 
places  which  should  not  be  disturbed  and  will 
meet  today  with  Draper  and  other  officials  to 
discuss  environmental  problems. 

Or  the  morning  of  March  25,  said  Draper, 
Utah  Power  and  Light  will  use  their 
equipment  to  reduce  the  water  flow  of  the 
river  by  one-half  until  the  evening  of  the  26. 
During  that  time  the  river  will  be  cleaned 
between  Utah  Lake  and  the  generating  plant. 

On  March  27,  the  cleaning  crew  will  move 
above  the  power  plant  and  clean  to  Wildwood 
in  Provo  Canyon. 

The  main  public  cleanup  day  will  be  the  30 
when  Boy  Scouts,  boys  from  the  Provo 
Canyon  School  and  other  volunteers  will  clean 
logs  and  trash  from  the  river  banks.  Draper 
said  power  saws  will  be  available  and  the  boys 
can  use  the  project  to  make  money  by  selling 
the  wood  for  firewood. 

Helping  with  the  inter-agency  program  will 
be  Provo  City,  Orem  City,  The  Utah  National 
Guard,  Boy  Scouts,  Provo  Canyon  School, 
Utah  County,  private  property  owners  and 
other  volunteers. 


Committee 
will  study 
area  travel 

The  Utah  Valley  Area 
Transportation  System 
(UVATS)  has  formed  a 
committee  to  study  a  total 
transportation  plan  for  Utah 
Valley,  according  to  Robert 
Kunz,  study  director. 

The  UVATS  was  under  the 
State  Highway  Department, 
but  the  Federal  Highway  Act 
of  1973  required  local  agencies 
to  take  the  place  of  state 
agencies  in  the  planning  and 
hiring  of  staff  for 
transportation  programs  and 
projects  in  order  for  them  to 
be  eligible  for  federal  aid,  said 
Kunz. 

The  UVATS  committee  is  a 
technical  committee  which 
consists  of  representatives 
from  the  various  communities 
in  Utah  Valley,  which  includes 
the  area  from  Lehi  to 
Santaquin,  said  Kunz. 
Members  are  city  engineers 
and  city  planners. 

The  main  goal  of  the 
transportation  study,  as 
determined  by  the  committee, 
is  to  study  the  quality  of  life 
within  the  communities  and 
how  the  life  style  is  affected 
by  the  available  transportation 
system,  reported  Kunz. 

At  the  present  time 
committee  members  are 
looking  at  the  energy  crisis  and 
the  affect  it  will  have  on  local 
transportation  systems,  said 
Kunz. 

“We  would  like  to  expand 
and  get  into  a  mass  transit 
study,”  he  said.  “We  have  been 
investigating  possibilities  and 
the  one  that  seems  the  most 
probable  would  be  a  bus 
system  which  would  use  the 
existing  highways.” 

The  study  will  focus  on  a 
total  transportation  plan 
including  highways,  airways 
and  mass  transit  said  Kunz.  He 
explained  that  the  committee 
is  trying  to  plan  for  a  20-year 
period.

'An  Enemy  of  the  People' 


TV  play  takes  risks

“Fiesta  Latina,”  a  program  of  100  dancers,  singers  and 
musicians,  will  be  presented  tonight  at  7:30  in  the  SFH. 

The  performance  is  part  of  a  two-day  symposium  for 
Spanish-speaking  Americans. 

Nationally  prominent  educators,  speakers,  and  writers  will  be 
featured  at  the  two-day  symposium  March  21  and  22  which  is 
designed  especially  to  help  solve  problems  concerning 
Spanish-speaking  Americans.  Participants  will  attend  the  dance 
program. 

Colorful  native  costumes  from  various  Latin  American 
countries  will  be  used  in  the  dances,  adding  realistic  flavor  to 
the  evening  of  culture.  Dances  will  be  performed  by  members  of 
the  BYU  Latin  American  Folk  Dancers  Club  which  is  now  in  its 
third  year  and  performs  under  the  auspices  of  the  Latin 
American  Studies  Program  and  the  Office  of  University 
Programs. 

Appearing  as  special  performers  on  the  program  are  BYU 
students  Elsa  Rico,  singing  star  from  Chile;  Erasmo  Fuentes, 
classic  guitarist  from  Mexico;  and  the  Cucaracha  Brass,  a  student 
Latin  American  band. 

Dances  will  include  those  from  Spanish  cultures,  Mexican 
cultures,  the  Aztec  fire  dance,  and  special  dances  from  Bolivia, 
Argentina,  and  Brazil.  A  section  of  Mexican  dances  will  include 
those  from  the  Mexican  Revolution,  Jarabe  Tapatio  (Mexican 
Hat  Dance),  Yucatan,  and  Vera  Cruz. 


It  is  important  when  viewing 
the  BYU  Television  Workshop 
production  of  Henrik  Ibsen’s 
“An  Enemy  of  the  People,”  to 
bear  in  mind  that  no  artistic 
success,  regardless  of  how 
small  or  fragmented,  is 
achieved  without  a  certain 
amount  of  risk. 

In  attempting  to  produce  a 
play  for  television,  especially  a 
highly  dramatic  play,  with  the 
use  of  amateur  stage  actors 
who  have  had  little  experience 
before  the  camera,  Dr.  Charles 
Metten  and  John  Apgar,  the 
director  and  producer 
respectively,  have  taken 
considerable  risks,. 

One  might  liken  the  efforts 
of  all  concerned  with  the 
production  to  a 
mountaineering  expedition 
which  sets  out  with  bold 
determination,  in  short  sleeves 
and  tennis  shoes,  to  conquer 
Everest,  but  succeeds  only  in 
scaling  Squaw  Peak  or  its 
topographical  equivalent. 
Taken  by  itself,  the  latter  is  no 
mean  feat,  nor  is  this  television 
play,  although  it  is  a  great  deal 
less  than  what  was  attempted. 

Ibsen’s  work,  adapted  for 
television  by  Apgar  and 
Metten  and  scheduled  to  air  on 
KBYU-TV  Channel  11,  March 
25  at  9  p.m.,  is  set  in  a  small 
town  on  the  southwest  coast 
of  Norway  in  the  late 
nineteenth  century.  The 
essential  conflict  of  the  play  is 
joined  when  Dr.  Thomas 
Stockmann  discovers  that  the 
mineral  baths,  which  are  the 


heart  and  soul  of  the  town’s 
tourist-based  economy,  are 
dangerously  polluted,  are 
therefore  a  genuine  health 
hazard,  and  maintains  they 
should  be  closed  for  massive 
and  costly  repairs.  Of  greater 
concern  to  all  the  citizens 
when  they  find  this  out  is  the 
terrible  economic  blo«v  such  a 
closure  would  mean.  The 
reputation  of  the  baths  would 
be  ruined  even  if  the  repairs 
were  made.  They  decide 
instead  to  unite  behind  Peter 
Stockmann,  mayor  and 
chairman  of  the  baths 
committee,  and  succeed  in 
ostracizing  the  well-meaning 
doctor. 


“An  Enemy  of  the  People” 
resembles  nothing  so  much  as 
a  chess  game  between  two 
opposing  forces,  played  with  a 
30-second  time  limit  between 
moves.  Events  unfold  at  a 
frenetic  rate— there  are  rapid 
moves  and  countermoves, 
astounding  turnabouts  and  a 
breathlessly  spirited  endgame. 


emphasis  as  well.  In  the 
climactic  fourth  act,  when 
Stockmann  mounts  the 
rostrum  to  denounce  the 
townspeople,  one  expects  a 
great  deal  from  the  scene. 
After  all,  it  is  the  play’s 
dramatic  high  point  and 
Metten  is  generally  very 
dramatically  convincing  with 
his  crowd  scenes.  This  same 
scene  is  a  Metten  production 
eight  years  ago  was  stunningly 
memorable.  The  close-ups  of 
Stockmann  are  very  good— the 
camera  is  an  advantage 
here  — his  .  denunciation  is 
convincing,  but  his  expulsion 
by  what  should  be  a 
hate-filled,  violent  crowd,  is 
just  not  sufficiently  venemous. 
Nor  is  it  aided  at  all  by  the 
tension-dissolving  exterior  shot 
of  the  building,  which  does 
little  more  than  call  attention 
to  itself. 


subtlety  to  their  machinations 
against  the  doctor  and 
Hovstad’s  weak-kneed 
metamorphasis  from  champion 
of  liberal  causes  to  the  mayor’s 
mouthpiece,  is  altogether  too 
matter-of-fact  to  be  believable. 


In  increasing  the  already 
lively  Ibsen  pace  by  making 
the  necessary  cuts  for  an 
airable  90-minute  drama, 
Apgar  and  Metten  have 
achieved  mixed  results.  The 
pace  is  even  more  a  strong 
point  of  the  play  but  certain 
valuable  things  are  missing. 

For  example,  the  picture  we 
have  of  the  doctor’s  family  life 
is  abbreviated,  causing  our 
feelings  for  their  collective 
plight  to  be  less  gripping  in  the 
end. 

There  is  a  problem  with 


With  a  few  happy 
exceptions,  the  players,  as  is 
common  with  actors  whose 
training  is  stage  oriented, 
suffer  from  over-emoting,  an 
affliction  often  seen  in 
televised  productions  of 
dramatic  plays.  The  camera 
takes  each  inflection,  each 
moveriient,  each  nuance,  and 
magnifies  it  many  times,  often 
leaving  us  in  this  play  with 
strident  and  outsized 
characterizations. 

Marcus  Mahan  as  the  mayor 
and  Peter  Fleming  as  Hovstad, 
are  somewhat  overdrawn,  even 
given  that  Ibsen  drew  all  the 
play’s  characters  in  flat  tones, 
as  overstated  representations 
of  a  type.  There  is  little 


Mark  Hopkin  as  the  doctor 
exhibits  a  surprisingly 
accomplished  technique.  His 
bumptious  naivete  and 
hail-fellow-well-met  nature 
give  way  to  confusion  and 
subsequent  resolve  in 
convincing  degrees.  Hopkin’s 
voice,  however,  is  of  a  high, 
youthful  timbre,  somewhat 
out  of  place  in  so  mature  a 
character  as  Stockmann,  but 
probably  better  than  the  false 
huskiness  of  others,  especially 
Joseph  Betzel  as  Morton  Kill. 

Cynthia  Oakes  as  Katherine 
Stockmann  and  Mary  Ann 
Lowe  as  Petra,  offer  sensitive, 
restrained  portrayals,  leaving 
one  wishing  their  parts  were 
more  substantial. 

Rock  Oakeson’s  music  and 
Nancy  Bond’s  performance  of 
it  are  very  fine.  Not  so  the 
makeup,  however,  which  is 
poorly-defined  and  too  pallid 
even  for  sunless  Scandinavia.

The  film  deals  with  the 
senselessness  of  war  and  the 
fading  glory  of  being  an 
officer.  It  was  produced  in 
1937  on  the  eve  of  World  War 
II. 

Erich  von  Stroheim  portrays 
the  aristocratic  commandant 
of  a  German  prison  camp,  who 


recognizes  a  brotherhood  of 
nobility  across  national 
boundaries,  but  realizes  that 
his  world  of  privilege,  honor, 
and  duty  is  doomed. 

His  captives  include  Pierre 
Fresnay,  as  an  aristocratic 
officer  in  the  French  Air 
Force;  Jean  Gabin,  as  a 
commoner;  and  Marcel  Dalio 
as  a  wealthy  Parisian  Jew. 

Renoir  himself  fought  and 
was  wounded  in  World  War  I. 
His  story,  which  he  wrote  with 
Charles  Spaak,  is  a  suspenseful 
and  sometimes  amusing 
contest  of  wills  between  the 
prisoners  and  their  captor.

In  the  next  month,  over  50  candidates  will 
be  crowned  as  the  next  Hank  Aaron  or  as  a 
young  Bob  Gibson  by  optimistic  managers  and 
journalists  alike.  This  annual  spring  ritual 'is 
carried  on  from  Westlake,  Fla.  to  Palm 
Springs,  Calif,  or  wherever  major  leaguers 
prepare  for  the  long  summers. 

‘Can’t  miss’ 

Unfortunately,  of  the  myriads  who  are 
labeled  ‘can’t  miss,’  95  per  cent  usually  do 
miss  and  become  lost  among  others  who 
didn’t  fulfill  their  promise. 

But  until  that  time  it  will  be  wonderful  to 
envision  youngsters  making  everyone  forget  all 
about  Roberto  Clemente  and  Don  Drysdale. 

Probably  the  highest-touted  rookie  going 
into  1974  is  the  California  Angel’s  pitcher, 
Frank  Tanana.  Tanana  was  16-6  with  El  Paso 
in  the  Texas  League  and  has  already  been 
given  a  job  in  the  Angels’  starting  rotation 
behind  Nolan  Ryan  and  Bill  Singer.  Bob 
Rodgers,  former  Angel  catcher  and  presently 
Minnesota  Twins  bullpen  coach,  gave  Tanana 
the  highest  praise  when  he  said  he  expected 
Tanana  to  win  more  games  than  Ryan,  the 
runner-up  to  Jim  Palmer  in  the  Cy  Young 
voting  last  year  with  20  wins  and  two

Angel  hopefuls 

The  Angels  have  two  other  hopefuls  in  this 
year’s  rookie  derby,  shortstop  Dave  Chalk  and 
outfielder  Morris  Nettles.  Chalk  is  expected  to 
battle  Rudy  Meoli  for  the  Angels’  opening  day 
assignment.  Nettles  is  a  fleet-footed  outfielder 
who  hit  .33 1  with  El  Paso  in  AA  ball  last  year. 
One  other  Angel  who  will  be  trying  to  make 
his  mark  in  the  Majors  this  year  is  former  BYU 
star  Doug  Howard. 

Howard  opened  the  ’73  season  with  the 
Angels  but  was  shipped  to  Salt  Lake  before 
the  season  was  a  month  old.

Birds:  best  crop 

The  Baltimore  Orioles  seem  to  have  the  best 
crop  of  freshmen  with  no  less  than  three 
candidates  for  Rookie  of  the  Year  in  Taylor 
Duncan,  shortstop  and  Jim  Fuller  and  Royle 
Stillman,  outfielders.  Duncan,  though  a 
shortstop  appears  to  be  the  heir-apparent  to 
Brooks  Robinson  at  third  base,  whenever  the 
Oriole  great  decides  to  call  it  a  career.  For 
Stillman  and  Fuller  there  is  a  traffic  jam  ahead 
of  them  in  their  bids  to  play  in  the  Baltimore 
outfield  with  Paul  Blair,  Rich  Coggins,  Don 
Baylor,  the  1972  Rookie  of  the  Year  and  the 
1973  Rookie  of  the  Year,  A1  Bumbry  ahead  of 
them.  An  injury  or  a  trade  is  their  only  hope 
to  play  fulltime  but  both  have  the  credentials 
1  to  start  for  several  other  teams  right  now. 

Bill  Fahey 

Bill  Fahey  is  a  catcher  in  the  Texas  Ranger 
system  and  now,  at  23  years  of  age  is  counted 
on  by  Ranger  manager,  Billy  Martin  to  be  the 
Rangers  regular  backstop.  Last  year  at 
Spokane  the  six-foot,  200  pounder  hit  .278  in 
104  games. 

The  Tigers  have  one  mound  hopeful  in  the 


Rookie  derby,  Fred  Holdsworth,  who  was 
14-10  with  the  Tigers’  top  farm  team  last  year. 
The  Detroit  pitching  coach  rates  him  high 
among  the  young  pitchers  he  has  seen  and 
tutored.  “Holdsworth,”  Deal  claimed,”  is  the 
same  kind  of  pitcher  that  Catfish  Hunter  was 
when  he  came  to  the  A’s  in  ’67.  In  fact,  I’d 
rate  Fred  ahead  of  Hunter  at  this  point.” 

Otto  Velez 

In  New  York  the  Yankees  have  Otto  Velez, 
the  pride  and  joy  of  their  farm  system.  In 
1973  at  Syracuse  he  had  28  homers  and  98 
RBI’s.  Velez  is  expected  to  be  the  Yanks 
fourth  outfielder  but  he  could  displace  either 
Lou  Piniella  or  Roy  White  in  the  starting 
lineup. 

The  youngest  phenom  in  the  A.L.  is  not  a 
rookie  but  a  one  year  veteran,  David  Clyde. 
Clyde  at  eighteen  is  the  darling  of  Texas  fans 
and  the  whole  franchise  to  Ranger  owner  Bob 
Short.  Last  year  Clyde  was  worth  at  least  an 
extra  10,000  admissions  every  time  he  started 
a  game.  As  a  pitcher  though,  Clyde  still  has  to 
prove  himself.  He  was  4-8  with  a  5.01  ERA 
last  year  but  he  was  hampered  by  playing  for 
the  worst  team  in  baseball. 

Clyde  program 

This  year  he  has  been  put  on  a  weight 
program  to  help  him  gain  strength  and 
stamina.  Ranger  manager  Billy  Martin  is  also 
expecting  Clyde  to  improve  his  breaking  ball 
and  the  use  he  makes  of  it. 

The  National  League  doesn’t  have  the 
bumper  crop  of  rookies  that  the  junior  circuit 
has  but  what  they  lack  in  quanitity  is  made  up 
in  the  quality  of  their  first  year  men. 

Leading  the  parade  are  two  outfielders  from 
Cincinnatti,  Ken  .Griffey  and  Ed.  Armbrister. 
Armbrister  is  a  25  year  old  who  hit  .308  for 
Indianapolis  last  year  and  is  rated  as  one  of 
the  top  hitters  in  the  minors.  Griffey  is 
another  fine  hitter  and  in  the  last  month  of 
the  season  when  he  was  promoted  to  the  Reds 
he  responded  by  hitting  .384  in  25  games. 

Fleety  Griffey 

Griffey  is  also  fleet  of  foot,  stealing  over  40 
bases  in  the  minors  last  year.  At  worst  Griffey 
will  be  platooned  with  Andy  Kosco  in  right 
field  this  year  and  at  best  he  could  be  the 
Reds  rightfielder  for  the  next  ten  years. 

Outside  of  Cincinnatti  the  crop  thins  out 
quickly.  The  Cubs  have  the  most  in  numbers 
with  three,  outfielders  Chris  Ward  and  Ralph 
LaCock  and  third  basemen  Bill  Madlock. 
Madlockis  a  product  of  the  Ranger 
organization  and  will  open  the  season  as  Ron 
Santo’s  successor  at  third  base. 

Madlock  had  impressive  credentials  with  22 
home  runs  and  90  RBI’s  to  go  with  a  .338 
average  at  Spokane  last  year.  Whether  or  not 
he  can  replace  Santo’s  gold  glove  and  potent 
bat  is  a  question  only  time  will  answer. 

Hurlers  look  good 

The  only  other  highly  regarded  rookies 
going  into  1974  are  pitchers,  with  three 
coming  from  the  Los  Angeles  Dodgers  and  one 
from  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals. 

From  the  Cardinals  is  a  24  year  old  with  a 
blazing  fast  ball,  Mike  Thompson.  Thompson 
is  another  Ranger  product  and  the  only  thing 
that  has  kept  him  from  the  majors  has  been 
his  control.  He  seemed  to  conquer  that  last 
year  at  Tulsa  and  if  he  is  also  over  the  arm 
troubles  which  limited  his  action  last  year  he 
should  be  ready  to  move  into  the  Cardinals 
starting  rotation. ' 

Los  Angeles  has  once  again  come  up  with  a 
number  of  fine  young  pitchers  in  Greg 
Shanahan,  Rick  Rhoden  and  Eddie  Solomon. 
Although  all  three  could  probably  pitch  this 
year  in  the  majors  for  any  number  of  teams, 
the  present  L.A.  staff  will  probably  keep  all 
but  Shanahan  in  the  minors  for  another  year.

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Students 
help  kids 

to  swim 

On  most  days  a  visitor  to  the 
Richards  Building  pools  at 
BYU  can  see  college  students 
swimming,  classes  in  session  or 
the  swim  team  practicing.  But 
on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  at 
10  a.m.  the  pool  area  explodes 
with  the  sounds  of  noisy, 
happy  children  enjoying  the 
water. 

The  children  are 
participating  in  a  swimming 
program  for  the  handicapped 
sponsored  by  the  BYU  Men’s 
Physical  Education 
Department.  According  to  Dr. 
Boyd  Call,  who  originated  the 
program  seven  years  ago, 
approximately  100  children 
from  local  schools  come  to  the 
pools  each  week.  He  explained 
that  each  child  has  some  sort 
of  learning  disability. 

“Our  goal  for  this  program  is 
to  give  each  child  the 
opportunity  to  receive 
individual  instruction  at 
whatever  level  he  is  capable  of 
accepting,”  said  Jon  Rand, 
supervisor  of  the  program. 

Dr.  Call  stressed  that  the 
activity  is  mainly  recreational 
in  nature.  “Within  that 
framework  we  teach  the 
children  as  much  swimming  as 
we  can,”  he  said. 

Dr.  Call  said  the  swimming 
classes  started  as  an  outgrowth 
of  a  graduate  class  he  taught  in 
recreational  education.  One 
student  wrote  a  paper  and  gave 
a  demonstration  on  how  to 
teach  swimming  to  people 
with  learning  disabilities. 
“Someone  suggested  it  would

be  good  to  start  a  program 
along  this  line,’’’  said  Call,  and 
so  it  began. 

The  program  is  set  up  so 
that  each  child  is  met  at  the 
pools  by  a  student  volunteer 
from  BYU.  Working  on  a 
one-to-one  basis,  the 
volunteers  help  the  children 
get  ready  and  then  coach  them 
in  the  pool. 

“We  like  each  volunteer  to 
stay  with  the  same  child 
throughout  the  program  so  he 
or  she  can  get  to  know  the 
child  and  his  problems,”  Rand 
said.  “In  turn,  the  child  learns 
to  trust  the  volunteer.” 


The  volunteer  program  is 
open-to  all  BYU  students  with 
a  desire  to  participate.  Though 
many  of  those  currently 
involved  are  physical 
education  majors,  Rand 
stressed  that  one  need  not  be  a 
P.E.  student  or  a  great 
swimmer  to  participate. 

According  to  Rand,  the 
program  qualifies  for  credit  for 
field  work  in  recreational 
therapy  classes,  but  most  of 
the  students  involved  do  it  for 
their  own  self-fulfillment. 
“They’re  doing  a  fantastic 
job,”  he  said. 

“All  a  volunteer  needs  to  do 


is  show  up,”  Rand  said.  He 
added  that  volunteers  are 
asked  to  commit  themselves  to 
come  every  Tuesday  and 
Thursday  regardless  of  the 
situation,  because  “the  kids 
become  quite  upset  when  their 
volunteer  doesn’t  show  up.” 
Rand  noted  a  problem  in  that 
student  participation  seems  to 
decline  towards  the  end  of 
every  semester  as  students 
betome  busier. 

The  children  in  the  program 
are  taught  to  enjoy  the  water 
and  to  perform  as  many 
swimming  skills  as  they  can.

ISSUE:  I  am  moving  out  of  my  apartment  at  the  end  of  this 
semester  and  I’m  determined  to  get  my  full  deposit  back.  In  the 
past,  landlords  have  automatically  taken  money  out  for 
shampooing  the  carpet.  Can  they  legally  do  this? 

ANSWER:  According  to  the  “Landlord  Handbook” 
distributed  by  BYU,  the  security  deposit  “should  cover  any 
physical  damages  that  might  occur  to  the  rental  facility  and 
should  stabilize  renting  through  forfeiture  of  the  deposit  if  the 
student  does  not  abide  by  the  terms  of  the  agreement.  This 
money  should  be  refunded  at  the  termination  of  the  rental 
agreement  if  no  claim  of  damages  or  breach  of  the  agreement  is 
charged  against  the  student.”  (p.ll)  As  for  cleaning:  “A  small 
amount  of  money  may  be  exacted  from  the  student  by  the 
landlord  to  cover  the  cleaning  expenses  of  the  rental  unit  in  the 
event  the  student  does  not  leave  the  rental  unit  as  clean  as  he 
found  it.”  (p.12)
